Former Premier Urges Upper 
House Not to Reject 
the Budget 


EXISTENCE OF LORDS 
INVOLVED IN CONTEST 


Rosebery Bitterly Denounces 
Budget, but He Says Its Re- 
jection Would Give Opposi- 
tion Vantage Ground From 
Which to Fight for the Aboli- 
tion of the Peers. 


London, November 24.—Lord Rose- 
bery, the former liberal prime minis- 
ter, today raised the historic struggle 
between the lords and house of com- 
mons to a new plane by one of the 
finest speeches he has ever delivered, 
in which he warned the tords of the 
grave risks they were running if they 
adopted Lord Lansdowne’s resolution 
to reject the budget. 

If possible, an increase of 
was manifested in todays’ debate. There 
was not sufficient room to séat all the 
people attending, while the galleries 
were crowded to their utmost capacity. 
The Duchess of Connaught headed a 
long list of the foremost peeresses, 
many of whom were compelled to 
stand throughout. 

Lord Bishops Neutral. 

Lord Salisbury resumed the debate 
with a speech supporting Lord Lans- 
downe’s resolution, after the arch- 
bishop of Canterbury had said ihat the 
bishops would stand aside from the 
discussion, as the occasion was one of 
strict party character. 

Lord Rosebery followed in a long 
speech, giving the lords plain warning 
of the danger of the path they were 
treading. He said:

“I am quite disassociated from ang | 


party afd speak.drom ‘nry sense of 
the awful gravity of the situation. 
This is. the greatest political moment 
in th elifetime of any man born since 
1822.” 

Lord Rosebery admitted that, by the 
letter of the law, the house of lords 
was competent to reject finance bills, 
but sinee 1832, to which time the 
lords had practical control of the 
house of commons, it was not possible 
that the .commons should send up a 
budget which the house of lords should 
zo to the length of rejecting. 

lie considered that the only possi- 
hle circumstances justifying the lords 
in exercising such a dormant power 
would be the direct authority and con- 
donation of the nation itself. Such a 
circumstance might arise if a budget 
were presented which lowered the de- 
fenses of the country to a point which 
the nation considered dangerous. 

Existence of Lorks at Stake. 

He doubted whether they 
choosing the best battlefield. They

A winning policy, continued the 
speaker, would be to allow the budget 
bill to pass and give the country six 
months’ experienee of its intolerable 
impositions, loss of capital and em- 
ployment. Ther Awould thén achieve, 
when they next approached the polls, 
@ victory that would surprise’ them- 
selves. He looked with considerable 
iaibension to the result of an ap- 
peal to the country on an unreformed 
second chamber mixed up with such 
other issues as would be raised. 

“I do not speak of menace,” he add- 
ed. “The house of lords has lived on 
menaces ever since J] can remember, 
and it is still thriving. But the men- 
aces now used are used by men bent 
on having a single chamber. Their 
efforts are revolutionary in essence, 
if not in fact." 

Reform of the Lords. 

Dealing with the questions of the re- 
form of the house of lords, which 
Lord Rosebery has long advocated, hea 
© pressed the conviction that no final 
adjustment of the diffetences between 
the two houses could ever be arrived at 
without some form of referendum. He 
denounced the budget in the strongest 
terms and said that one maxim 
burned into them by bitter experience 
Was that there should be no taxation 
without representation. 

“Disregard for that maxim,” he 
Said, “lost us the United States of 
America, and we are not likely to of- 
fend against it again.” 

Lord Rosebery contended that the 
budget taxed the lords freely and 
abundantly without having a word to 
Say or a vote in the matter. After 
referring to the budget as having 
Spread over the country like a og, 
want of confidence and want of cred- 
it, the worst diseases which could af- 
fect eommercial nations, he uttered a 
solemn warning that the pressure of 
ereat armaments was eating out the 
bankruptcy. 

Rosebery Produced Great Effect. 

Expressing regret that he could not 
support the resolution, Lord Rosebery 
resumed his seat, having spoken for 
Sfty minutes. His picturesque and 
slowing eloquence produced a tremen- 
dous effect, leaving his hearers some- 
what bewildered. There was an imme- 
diate exodus of peers to discuss the 
Situation in the lobbies, and although 
the debate continued until midnight, 
the remainder of the speeches took 
tather the form of an anti-climax. 

Lord Milner spoke of the abnormal 
manner in which the budget was driv- 
ing capital out of the country. ‘He 
declared that all the proposed new 
texes Were bad and unnecessary. All!

He returneq to New Mexico, after a 
year in the islands, and in 1903 Presi- 
dent Roosevelt appointed him associate 
justice of the New Mexico supreme 
court.

Americans Tortured Before Execution, 

Panama, November 24.—A Nicara- 
Suan revolutionist, who has just ar- 
rived here from Bluefields, reports that 
Cannon and Groce, the Americans wh® 
were executeg by the Zelayan govern- 
ment, were simply taking bearing 
sights from heights in Costa Rica. and 
were not in Nicaraguan territory when 
they were captured. They were with 
only three soldiers of the revolution 
when Zelaya’s troops crossed the 
frontier and put them under arrest. 
Cannon and Groce were then taken to 
an old fort named El Castillo, on the. 
Colorado river, where, according to 
the story of the revolutionist, they 
were tortured, being shot within 
twenty-four hours after their capture. 

A prominent Niearaguan resident 
here, in answer to a message which 
he sent to Dr. Julian Irias, minister- 
meneral, has received a reply from that 
officia] that President Zelaya is 
thinking of resigning his office be- 
cause of threatened American inter- 
vention. 

No Americans Jailed. 

Managua, November 24.—The report 
that President Zelaya has put many 
Americans in jall because of their re- 
fusal to contribute to the war fund is 
untrue. The Americans here have been 
assured by the government that they 
are perfectly safe. There are no Amer- 
icans tn jail at Mamagua, and there 
hag been no request, according to the 
government's statement, for a contri- 
bution for war or any other purposes.

Cherry, Iil., November 24.—After 
more than 150 bodies had dis- 
covered in the St. Paul mine today ef- 
forts to carry them to the surface 
were temporarily abandoned while an 
effort was made to check a fire which 
again threatened the main shaft. If 
the efforts to control the fire are not 
successful tomorrow it is probable that 
the mine again be seated, and 
will remain so for weeks.

Only a Few Men Unaccouanted For. 

An accurate count of the victims 
has not been made, but it is now  be- 
lieved all but a score of the missing 
men have been accounted for.

Almost Stepped on Corpses. 

Today's exploring party four, 
by Anton Lodivycienl, were in the 
lery for more than an hour before the 
bodies were found. They had waded 
in water waist deep through the cir- 
cular tunnel, making their way  to- 
ward the elevation of the shaft or 
‘ridge,’ where they had expected to 
find the men, living or dead. 

“When we climbed up on the ridge, 
said Lodiycieni,. “we almost’ stepped 
upon the bodies, piled up on top of 
each other in heaps. Some had _ thefr 
heads rested op» folded arms, as if 
sleeping. Others were lying across each 
other, and some were sitting, as if 
resting against the wall. 

“Nailed to the wat!l were 
made of timbering tided about 
handles. Under the fans the 
heaps of bodies were found. 

“One man had his hand up holding 
the fan. I think he died as he was 
turning it. Another had a bucket in 
his hand. He was flat on his back, 
and must have died as he climbed up 
on the ridge. The bucket was  half- 
filled with black water, that he must 
have gone some distance to get. 

Black Damp Killed Them All. 

“The black damp surely killed them 
long before the water reached them. 
We had been in the shaft more than 
an hour then, and though the air was 
fairly good, we knew it was time for 
us to get out. 

“We didn’t stop to examine anv of 
the bodies, or try to identify them, 
although we probably could have if we 
had had more time.’’ 

No evidence that the men had at- 
tempted to barricade themselves from 
the black damp was seen. Many of 
the former workers in the mine pro- 
tested angrily after they discovered 
that the men would have been safe 
from the deadlv gas had not the ven- 
tilating fan of the mine been reversed 
shortly after the discovery of fire. 
Thev assert that the men had retreat- 
ed to the bridge where, under  ordi- 
nary conditions, the noxious gases 
would not rave reached, them, and, 
believing themselves in no danger, 
merely had fortified themselves against 
hunger, thirst and the supposedly 
lesser danger of gas that naturally 
would be generated after a few days 
of imprisonment.

MAMMALS OF THE SEA

World-Wide Agreement to Pro- 
tect Them Will Be 


Urged. 


Washington, November 24.—Recom- 
mendation for a world-wide agreement 
to protect mammals of the sea was 
laid before Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor Nagel today by President David 
Starr Jordan, of Leland Stanford unti- 
versity. and @ommissioner of Fisher- 
les Bowers, who presented the report 
adopted yesterday by the fisheries com- 
mission.

CUOK'S RECORDS 
ARE COMPLETE 


They Will be Sent to 
Denmark Today. 


Original Records Go to Univer- 
sity of Copenhagen Just as 
They Were Made by Cook in 
Arctic Regions---Long Report 
Accompanies the Records. 


New York, November 24.—The rec- 
ords which Dr. Frederick A. Cook will 
submit to the University of Copen- 
hagen in proof of his claim that he 
reached the North Pole on April 21, 
1908, are today in completed form. 

Walter Lonsdale, secretary to 
Cook, will sail tomorrow on the steam- 
er United States for Copenhagen, tak- 
ing the records with him. 

Mr. Lonsdale said today that it took 
several weeks to arrange the original 
records and compile the report upon 
them. The report contains between 
25.000 and 30.000 words. 

“I don’t think that the general pub- 
lic understands the work that we 
have been doing,” continued Mr. Lons- 
dale. “It has been said that we were 
‘preparing the records.” Such a state- 
ment is inaccurate. The original rec- 
ords go to the university just as they 
were made by Dr. Cook in the Arctic 
regions. What we have been preparing 
is the report to accompany them.”

We have before us now a great meas- 
ure for the welfare of our city, to 
which we must give Our persona) ef- 
forts; this is the three-million-dollar 
bond issue. and it ig a movement 
fraught with great good for Atlanta.

Our league is an organization which 
is equipped for the promotion of thie 
issue Of bonds. Not as a political or- 
ganization, but as the young men of 
Fulton county most interested in the 
advancement, welfare and success of 
this great city.

Exercises Conductid at 
the Farm. 


FORMAL 


Large Number of Persons Were 


Present at the Opening---Dr. 
Hardman, Dr. Crawford Jack- 


son, E. C. Calloway and Oth- 
ers Made Addresses. 


Juvenile State Farm, November 24.— 
(Special.)—The formal opening ex- 
ercises of the Juvenile State Asso- 
ciation of Georgia were held at the 
farm in Jackson county this morning. 
Located about a mile and a half from 
Center, Ge. and six miles: from Ath- 
ens, this magnificent estate, which 
has been dedicated te the Juvenile 
Association of Georgie by Dr. L. G. 
Hardman, of Commerce, Ga., was the 
scene of a large gathering of inter- 
ested friends of the scheme. 

A commodious sixteen-room house is 
now ready to receive the youngsters 
of the atate who are sent to the Juve- 
nile Association for that training 
which the organization will give. Lo- 
cated on a knoll, in the midst of the 
estate, it commands a view of _ the 
country for miles around, and if the 
plans of the association are carried 
out, it will not be long before this 
first building is surrounded by many 
cottages, and the eState threaded with 
beautiful roadways. The bullding wi)! 
accommodate about thirty boys, which 
is more than the Juvenile State ex- 
pects to have for sevéral years, as the 
policy will be to start with a few, 


and when the first band of youngsters 
is trained to the proper extent, to add 
new ones from time to time, until the 
capacity of the farm is reached. 
Estate Donated by Dr. Hardman. 

Before entering upon the program 
of the opening exercises, it might be 
well to describe the magnificent es- 
tate which Dr. Hardman has no nobly 
offered to the association for the 
founding of a home for the friendless 
youth of the state. The farm com- 
prises 426 acres, extending from the 
railroad, in front of the house, way 
back into the bottom lands, which 
border Sandy Creek, and includes a 
tract of sturdy timber, which has yet 
to feel the lumberman’s ax. With 
over 200,000 feet of magnificent vir- 
gin timber oak, poplar and pine, the 
wooded portions of the estate are 
very valuable, while the farm land 
includes rich bottoms and fertile 
hillsides. Down itn the wovudland near 
the house there is a beautiful spring 
of clear water, and through the mead- 
ows runs the creek, affording the 
youngsters who are sent to the farm 
ample opportunity for healthy out- 
door life. 

The entire county and everyone who 
was interested in the Juvenile State 
and the work that it proposes to do, 
in the uplifting of the youth of the 
state, were invited, and many respond- 
ed. A special from Atlanta brought 
in many members of the executive 
committee and other friends, while au- 
tomobiles ang vehicles brought the vis- 
itors from Athens, Commerce and other 
places. 

When the time for the opening ex- 
ercisés came, there were about three 
hundred people gathered on the 
grounds, and nearly everyone hag in- 
specteéd the roomy quarters provided 
for the boys and girls, and wae de- 
lighted with the building. 

Dr, Crawford Jackson was to have 
been the master of ceremonies of the 
affair, but missed his train in Atlanta 
and did not arrive with the rest of 
the delegation. He finally showed up, 
however. 

Opening of State. 

In the absence of Dr. Jackson, Dr. 
Hardman presided, and the program 
commenced with a prayer by Rev. Mil- 
lard Jenkins, of Athens. After the 
invocation, Dr. Hardman addressed the 
assembled friends of the association, 
and having for a subject “The Rea! 
Nature of the Juvenile State,” pointed 
out to the crowd the aims of the or- 
ganization, and what it would do if 
Only the people of the state realized 
the goog that it could do. | 

He was followed by W. S. Witham, 
Atlanta, who is the chairman of the 
finance committee of the association, 
and Mr. Witham's talk was on the 
motto of the association, “Give the 
Youthful Offender a Chance.” He spoke 
at length of the propensity of the en- 
ergetic boy for mischief, and pointed 
out to the audience the fact that if 
the boys who offended were given an- 
other chance tO prove their worth, not 
only would good men be made for the 
state, but the state would save thou- 
sands Of dollars, ang would keep down 
crime. . 

E. C. Calloway, of Atlanta, explain- 
ed to the assemblage the method which 
the Juvenile State purposed to adopt, 
and made it clear to them that, if 
everyone pursued the method of “un- 
failing trust and intelligent love,” they 
woujd almost obviate the necessity of 
such an institution ag the Juvenile 
State. » 

He was followed by Judge W. R. 
Hammond. of Atlanta, who spoke on 
the mistaken ideas which are general 
about the boy of today. The bad boy 
is not allowed a chance to prove his 
worth, and the parents do not see that 
the energies of youth are directed into 
the proper channels. This is the cause 
of the majority of young criminals, 
and can only be remedied when the 
people themselves realize the duties 
which they owe every child. 

Reverend Jenkins Speaks. 

Rev. Millard Jenkins, of Athens. pic- 
tured in convincing words the future 
of the Juvenile State, and amused the 
assemblage by his forceful illustration 
of “The Optimist, the Pessimist and 
the "Possumist.”’ 

Dr. Crawford Jackson, of Atlanta. 
who had finally arrived. spoke a few 
words to the crowd, and then Judge 
R. B. Russell, of the court of appeais, 
administere@ the oath of office to the 
firet governor of the Juvenile State, 
Mr. John B. Gentle. 

After the oath had been adminis- 
tered the assemblage adjourned to par- 
take of the splendid old-fashioned 
barbecue which had been prepared for 
the guests. All of the essentials of 
the Georgia ‘cue were present, and 
ny large crowd enjoyed it immense-

It has been brought forward as one of the gravest indictments of dem- 
ocratic fstitutions that the average voter exhausted his patriotism at the 
ballot-box and allowed great reforms and paramount civic movements to 
look. after their own welfare. 

It is subject for congratulation that Mr. Crew has imbibed the more 
practical view. There is little question that under his guidance the Young 
Men’s Democratic League will be made the instrument of constructive 
service. ‘ 

He instances the $3,000,000 bond issue as an example of civic advance- 
ment to the materialization of which the members should lend their indi- 
vidual and organized energies. 

He intimates that in matters of this broad civic importance partisan- 
ship does not enter, but that the duty incumbent upon every citizen is to 
enter the fight unreservedly for the common good. 

The league could not begin its new regime under more constructive 
cuspices than in placing itself aggressively behind the bond issue.

THANKSGIVING TURKEY > 


WORTH 30 CENTS A POUND 


When you sit down to your Thanks- 
giving dinner today don’t forget that 
when you get a helping of a turkey 
you' are eating meat that cost 30 cents 
a round. 

The truth is, turkeys have never been 
so high in Atlanta as this Thanksgiv- 
ing. The crop has been short asd the 
demand great. <A 10-pound turkey, 
therefore, cest $3, and that includes 
both the legs and the head which you 
have to cut off and give to the cat. 

And when you eat turkey you have 
to have celery and cranberry sauce. 
Good celery costs 25 cents for three 
bunches and they are not too thick at 
that. Cranberries cost 15 cents a quari, 
but they swell when boiled. * 

To go alcng with vour turkey if you 
went other vegetables you can ger 
them at fancy Florida prices. 

There were those who wiil not eat 
turkey, but will choose ‘possum, fish, 
chicken, quail, pork or steak. Even 
then they will not get off light. Quails 
bring 25 cents a piece and that is 
higher than turkey. Dressed chicken 
is worth 20 cents a pound; fish from 10 
to 26 cents; ‘ducks 25 cents a pound; 
friers and broilers 60 cents apiece, 
and some of them are still whistling 
for their mammas; pork its worth 20 
cents for the best, and beef steak from 
15 to 25 cents. ’Possums dressed bring 
fiom $1 to $1.50. 

Fruit is not so expensive, unless you 
buy the very large apples, some of 
which weigh two pounds each and are 
worth 15 cents apiece. 

Taking turkey as a foundation, a 
good Thanksgiving dinner for an every 
day man of ordinary means, is worth 
in the year of our Lord, 1909, about 
75 cents a plate. That is, a family of 
ten people can do well on $7.50 for 
the whole spread.

Smokeless Dutch Locomotive. | 
(from The Literary Digest.) 

It is pretty safe to say that there 
is no “road of anthracite” in the Neth- 
erlands; yet the production of smoke 
by locomotives has been effectually 
done away with there, if we are to 
credit The Railway Magazine (London). 
Apparently there is some hope for de- 
spairing travelers on smoky trains al] 
over the United States provided prop- 
er legislation be forthcoming—and 
provided we enforce it, ag the Dutch 
do. We read: 

“In Holland all railway locomotives 
are under the supervision of the gov- 
ernment, and, under the law, must be 
provideq with an apparatus for the 
burning of smoke, and also with an 
apparatus to prevent, as far as possi- 
ble, the emission of sparks and com- 
bustible matter. Before a new type of 
locomotive is bought the railway must 
furnish a drawing showing the de- 
tails thereof to the supervising board 
of railways. which decides whether 


the new type is acceptable; and for 


all locomotives purchased the railway 
has to furnish the board with a state- 
ment containing, among other things. 
a description of the contrivance for 
the burning of smoke and of the con-

New York, November 24.—William 
Rockefeller. a vice president and di- 
rector of, as well as one of the larg- 
est shareholders in, the Standard Oil 
Company, gave a different color today 
to the appeal which Mortimer F. El- 
liott, the company's solicitor, has al- 
ready announced is to be teken from 
the decree of the United States circuit 
court. The legal affairs of the com- 
pany, Mr. Rockefeller said, would con- 
tinue to remain in the hands of its 
legal department,. but as a Jayman, he 
wished to indicate that his own atti- 
tude and. that of his associates, 
though vitally concerned for purely 
selfish reasons, had also its share of 
altruism. 

“It seems to me desirable.” he said, 
“not only for my own interests and 
those of my associates, but for the 
public-at-large and for all other great 
business ventures, that the Sherman 
act should finally be settled beyond 
contention as interpreted by the su-| 
preme court of the United States. Un- 
doubtedly our case will be appealed, 
and for this reason. 

“Tam not a lawyer, and cannot dis- 
cuss the decree of the circuit court, 
mut Mr. Elliott said that an appeal 
will be taken, and the matter is entire- 
ly in the hands of counsel of the com- 
pany.

Third Day of Trial of Battle 
Confined to Examining 
His Accounts.

Most of the evidence offered by the 
government today was confined to ex- 
aminations of the individual accounts 
of Battle and the Pomona cotton mill, 
of which the defendant was president 
and treasurer. These accounts show- 
ed overdrafts of Battle’s personal ac- 
count running for two years,and rang- 
ing in amounts from hundreds to thou- 
sands of dollars, while the personal 
account of the mill showed constant 
overdrafts from a thousand to as high 
as $60,000, with an occasional credit 
balance. The cross-examination of the 
witness showed, however, that the mill 
hed a credit balance of over $30,000 on 
the day the doors of the bank were 
closed by the government. 

The principal witness of the day was 
J. Allen Holt, a former director of the 
defunct bank. He declared most em- 
phatically that a note for $3,000, sup- 
posed to have been given by him and 
entered upon the books as an aseéet, 
was fictitious, stating positively that 
he had never seen the paper before to- 
day, and denying that he had given in- 
structions to anyone to fill out same, 
as alleged by the defendant. 


Fortunes Yielded by Copper. 

Boston, November 24.—A quarterly 
dividend of $8 a share was declared to- 
day by the directors of the Calumet and 
Hecla Mining Company. This brings 
the total dividends of the year to §27, 
compared with $20 in 1908. With the 
payment of today’s dividend the stock- 
holders will have received $105,550,000 
since the formation of the company.

New York, November 24.—The cotton 
rrarket was very néervous end unset- 
tled again today with prices working 
lower, a3 a result of pre-holiday liqui- 
dation and more aggressive bear pres- 
sure, the close being barely steady at 
a net loss of 2 to 10 points. 

The market opened steacy at wmn- 
changed prices to a declire of 4 points 
on the active months, in response to 
lower cables than due and Iocal sell- 
ing, in spite of bullish crop estimates. 
The failure of these estimates, in- 
cluding one from a prominent south- 
ern paper, which placed the yield at 
10,157,000 bales exclusive of linters and 
repacks, to stimulate fresh buying, 
seemed to encourage the bears to 
greater aggressiveness than they had 
shown recently, and prices sold off to 
a net loss of 10@16 points shortly 
efter the call around 14.38 for January, 
end 14.76 for May, it looked as though 
there was much less long cotton com- 
ing on the market, and a renewal of 
support from the bull leaders daused 
a rally to within 3 or 4 points of last 
night’s close during the middle of the 
day. Reports of a better spot demand 
from New England, and steady intertor

COPPER STOCKS STILL 


CENTER OF INTEREST 


Wall Street Fears the —— 
Consolidation Will Be Pre- 
vented by Sherman Law. 


New York, November 24.—The con- 
tract of the wide movement in op- 
posite directions of a few stocks in 
today’s market did not conceal the un- 
settlement still existing in the spec- 
ulative sentiment over the issues pre- 
sented in the Standard Ol! case. The 
conferences constantly being held 
amongst corporation counsel and di- 
recting authorities in the great cor- 
porations are testimony to the feeling 
Over the situation. A feature of the 
developments today was the a@iteration 
in the attitude of corporation au- 
thorities towards the policy of mov- 
ing, for repeal or modification, of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. This change 
in the corporation attitude was accom- 
panied by intimationgs from Washing- 
ton that the views of the admintstra- 
tion regarding changes in the law 
had been modified in face of the Stand- 
ard Qil decision. Speculative sur- 
mise, thereupon, set about to try to de- 
cipher what such a change of view 
might impart to the financial com- 
munity. It was asserted that so ef- 
fective a weapon against the power 
of the corporations was disclosed in 
the law, as interpretéd by judicial de- 
cision, that a determined and effective 
opposition would be offered to any ef- 
forts to change it. It was reported 
that legislative and executive officers 
were not impressed with the conten- 
tion ‘that the law, as defined by the 
courts, would make it impossibie for 
corporations or even partnerships, as 
to operate. Along with 
this suggested opinion came the _  in- 
timation of-‘a government policy that 
would refrain from attacking holding 
companies under the recent decision, 
merely because they are holding com- 
panies, reserving the pursuit only for 
those which seem to restrain trade or 
aim at monopoly. The features of this 
discussion, ’as it is heard in the finan- 
cial district, indicate sufficiently that 
the bearings of the new  issue_ pre- 
sented are not yet clearly defined. The 
uncertain fluctuations of prices went 
to bear out this evidence of the feel- 
ing af the market. 

Large speculative activity is still 
centered in the copper stocks, and fears 
that the proposed consolidation of 
copper producers would be prevented 
by the Sherman law caused selling 
pressure to be resumed in that group.
